LONDON  - Experiments  have  taken 
place  for  some  months  now  in 
the  sky  above  England's  Atlantic  Coast.

Conferences  between 
the  authorities  concerned  established 
that  the  original  motor  had  certain 
deficiencies,  and  a new,  improved  type 
of  rocket  was  built. 

There  have  been,  however,  cases  of 
human  pilots  flying  aircraft  at  super- 
sonic speeds  In  September,  1948,  Mr. 
John  Derry,  a De  Huvllland  lest  pilot, 
flying  an  experimental  machine,  the 
D H 108  tailless  aircraft  with  swept- 
back  wings,  exceeded  the  speed  of 
sound.  It  was  also  announced  recently 
that  an  American  naval  research  air- 
craft had  attained  a speed  faster  than 
sound. 

Britain's  Government  Is  spending 
much  money  on  these  experiments, 
and  the  experts  agree  thnt  every  penny 
of  It  Is  well  spent.  If  at.  some  future 
date  we  are  able  to  travel  from  conti-

IT  CANT  HAPPEN  HERI* 

That,  you  may  say,  is  ail  ancient 
history  now.  Yes,  of  course  It  Is,  but 
history  Is  fcglng  reversed  In  a dozen 
countries  right  today,  and  that  divine 
right  Is  being  restored,  not  to  kings 
but  to  dictators  who  are  every  bit  as 
tyrannous  tf  not  more  so  than  any 
crowned  despot  of  the  past. 

It  can't  happen  here?  Nothing  ever 
docs  happen  until  it  happens,  and  the 
best  way  to  make  sure  a birthright  J 
doesn't  disappear  Is  to  exercise  it  every* 
chance  you  gpt. 

One  other  facet  of  democracy  that 
struck  me  as  I watched  the  film  open- 
ing of  the  Federal  House—  thfe  demo- 
cracy of  the*  Western  World,  not  of 
'other  brands  camouflaged  by  this 
name— was  the  easy  friendliness  that 
obviously  existed  among  members, 
Irrespective  of  pafly  affiliations.  NO 
doubt  there  are  some  private  feuds  atf 
Ottawa,  but  on  the  whole  our  system 
has  allowed  political  differences  to 
®*xlst  side  by  side  with  pleasant  per- 
sonal relations.  You  can't  imagine  a 
member  being  "bumped  off"  Just  be- 
cause In  debate  he  takes  the  hide  off 
some  powerful  minister  of  the  Govern- 
ment. Yet  it's  not  hard  to  Imagine 
some  parliaments,  if  so  they  can  be 
called,  where  precisely  that  or  Its 
* equlvalef&  would  be* the  result. 

THE  BEST  YET 

There  1^  one  more  thing  that  Cana- 
dians should  remember.  The  parlia- 
mentary 'system  — our  parliamentary 
system— is  the  best  means  man  has 
devised  for  the  conduct  of  his  public 
business.  It  is  not  perfect — It  never 
can  be,  for  people  are  not  perfect.  But 
It  Is  a form  of  government  that  permits 
the  Individual  to  live  a private  life  of 
t\ls  own  without  fear,  and  gives  him 
the  privilege  of  changing  his  rulers  as 
he  sees  fit. 

That  Is  terribly  precious,  really. 

You  needn't  take  my  word  for  It 
Any  Intelligent  person  should  be  able 
to  sit  down  quietly,  en^pty  his  mind 
of  bias  and  his  own  particular  poli- 
tical preference,  and  think  this  basic 
fact  through  for  himself. 

If  you  do  that  I think  you'll  derive 
contentment  from  the  Incidence  of 
today's  election.  The  knowledge  that 
any  time  today  you  can  walk  unafrkld 
Into  a ballot  booth,  run  your  eye  up 
and  down  the  list  of  candidates  of 
opposing  political  faiths,  add  mark 
your  ballot  as  you  Jolly  well  please— 
welL  actually  that  should  make  each 
of  us  breathe  a sigh  of  gratitude.

These  robots  were  carried  under  the 
belly  of  Mosquito  aircraft  to  high  alti- 
tudes. where  they  were  released;  they 
then  flew  under  Uielr  own  power.  Tho 
fuels  burned  together  and  the  result- 
ant gases  of  combustion,  escaping  at 
a velocity  of  3.400  miles  an  hour,  pro- 
pelled the  robot  at  a speed  of  800  miles 
an  hour  and  more. 

Fifteen  seconds  after  Its  release  the 
automatic  pilot  compels  the  robot  into 
level  flight  at  maximum  speed.  After 
the  fuel  is  exhausted  (11  lasts  ror  about 
70  seconds,  which  Is  enough  to  cover 
about  15  miles),  the  robot  plunges  Into 
the  sea. 

A short  while  ago  a record  speed  of 
900-  miles  an  hour  was  reached  at  a 
height  of  30,000  feet.  At  this  altltuoe 
the  speed*  of  sound  Is  only  about  600 
miles  an  hour,  so  that  the  robots 
speed  exceeded  that  of  sound  by  about 
50  per  cent. 

The  machine  Is  tracked  by  radar 
during  Its  flight  and  a new’,  specially 
constricted  device,  the  telemeter, 
record*  Its  Instrument  readings— such 


of  aircraft  that  can  overcome  the 
"sonic  barriers"  Bvery  pilot  knows 
that  as  the  speedifiL  his  aircraft  in- 
creases the  dlfflcultW^lncrease  as  well, 
and  even  were  his  engines  all-powerful, 
a point  would  eventually  be  reached 
when  an  invisible  "barrier"  would 
prevent  further  acceleration,  at  least 
with  the  conventional  types  ol  aircraft 
In  use  today. 

Thl|  barrier  la  reached  at  the  speed 
of  sound,  760  miles  an  hour;  hence  the 
name  "sonic  barrier.”  It  seems  that 
the  air,  reaching  the  limit  of  com- 
pressibility at  this  point,  refuses  to  be 
compressed  still  further  by  any  body 
traversing  It;  Instead  of  streaming 
over  the  wings  and  fuselage  it  forms 
a wall  in  front  of  the  aircraft,  threat- 
ening to  break  It  up.  A few  years  ago 
It  was  discovered  that  at  a speed  of 
600  miles  an  hour  "shock  %jyaves" 
rendered  control  of  an  aircraft  mo- 
mentarily Impossible,  but  no  further 
progress  had  been  rfiade  until  about 
two  years  ago  when  Britain's  Ministry 
of  Supply  decided  to  undertake  the 
present  series  of  costly  and  lengthy 
experiments. 


Public  Health  Demands  Peaches  Be  Made  Safe 


RESIDENTS  of  Victoria  and  Oak  Bay 
<those  properties  fringe  tidewater,  and 
a'll  those  who  use  the  beaches  for 
recreation,  have  every  reason  to  feel  alarm 
over  confirmed  reports  tha^  the  beaches 
and  off-shore  waters  are  beinj;  polluted  by 
sewage  effluent  from  the  dptiv'  at  Clover 
Point.  Judging  from  the  findings  of  the 
city's  chief  sanitary  inspector  this  is  no 
new  development.  It  has  been  going  on 
for  years,  without  adequate  steps  being 
taken  to  render  the  beaches  safe. 

These  beaches  are  used  extensively  during 
warm  weather.  .On  hot  week-ends  they  are 
crowded  with  thousands  of  picnickers,  many 
of  them  With  lunch  baskets.  Children  swim 
and  paddle  at  the  water's  edge  and  play 
in  the  sand  below  high  water-mark.  It  is 
not  very  pleasant  or  reassuring  for  their 
parents  to  be  told  now  that  the  water  is 


below  established  l^alth  standards  for 
bathing  and  beach  resorts.  Nor  will  the 
erection  of  warning  signs  at  approaches  to 
the  beaches  enhance  the  city  in  the  eyes 
of'tourists. 

If  it  were  the  drinking  water  of  the 
‘'community  that  were  contaminated,  the 
authorities  would  be  compelled  to  take  Im- 
mediate action.  Pollution  of  beaches  so 
•widely  used  may  be  less  serious,  but  surely 
not  much  less.  Proposals  to  cdrrect  this 
disgusting  and  dangerous  state  of,  affairs 
have  been  presented  to  past,  councils,  with- 
out authority  for  the  necessary  construc- 
tion being  secured.  In  flew  of  these  lates* 
reports,  the  whole  matter  should  be  taken 
under  review  by  the  City  Council  at  once. 
It  is  the  city’s  sewers  that  are  creating  this 
menace  to  public  health,  and  it  is  for  the 
city  to  find  and  apply  a cure  without  any 
more  delay,  .

AFTER  reading  the  Labor  Party's 
new  manifesto,  "Labor  Brieves  In 
Britain,"  British  industrialists  prob- 
ably feel  some  sympathy  with  ihm, 
ancient  character  who  was  condemned 
to  dine  and  sleep  under  a sword  sus- 
pended from  the  celling  by  a single 
thread. 

From  now  on,  all  British  industry 
will  be  In  this  position— at  least  as  long 
as  the  La  bo  rites  remain  In  power.  The 
manifesto  not  only  calls  for  the  na- 
tionalization of  insurance,  sugar,  ce- 
ment, water  supply  and  possibly  base 
metal  mining;  It  also  announces  that 
three  other  big  Industries — chemicals, 
shipbuilding  and  repairing,  fruit  and 
vegetable  distribution — will  be  taken 
over  In  whole  or  in  part  if  they  are 
carried  on  In  a manner  displeasing 
to  the  Government. 

In  addlUon,  the  Government  Is 
called  upon  to  start  new  enterprises  or 
take  over  existing  ones  "where  private 
enterprise  falls  to,  act  in  the  national 
interest"  *7 

The  purpose  of  these,  conditional 
plans  for  nationalization  is  doubtless 
to  spur  privately-owned  Industry  to 
greater  producUveneas,  on  the  prlo-

clple  that  "the  goblins  will  get  you  If 
you  don't  look  out.”

Yet  all  authorities  agree 
that  new  Investment  and  new  ma- 
chinery are  absolutely  essential  if 
British  production  Is  to  be  kept  up, 
costs  reduced  and  export  markets 
.retained.
